Private Schools Are Indispensable 


— 


Public Should Now Be More Grateful For Them Than Ever Before 


— was giever a time when the American people, or even public 
school authorities, should be so grateful for the Catholic school 
system as today, and that for several reasons, such as: 


(1) Most states and local communities find it next to impossibie 
to raise sufficient taxes to erect new schools, to pay the higher salaries 
of teachers, and to maintain the efficiency of the schools generally, at 
this time, 


(2) Never before were the public schools accused of having been 
infiltrated by Communist teachers, by un-American textbooks. 


(3) Never was juvenile delinquency quite so widespread as today, 
and it is attributed by many non-Catholic observers, including J. Edgar 
Hoover, of our Federal Bureau of Investigation, to the lack of religion 
in education. 


We could fill this paper from beginning to end, every week for an 
entire. year, with utterances of non-Catholic statesmen and educators,’ 
editors and clergymen critical of the lack of religion in American edu- 
cation, and in praise of the schools which do try to combine the relig- 
ious with the secular, the spiritual with the material, in the entire field 
of education. 

As we write this our attention is called to a statement made back 
in 1924 by 8S. P. Capen, LL.D., Chancellor of the University of Buffalo, 
in defense of the private school: 

“It is common to refer to the ‘American school system.’ There is of 
course no such thing. Each state has a separate system of public 
schools. In some states the central machinery for control and support 
of public schools is so rudimentary that there is actually no state 
system at all, but rather a group of independent community systems. 
However, in their organization and in their general characteristics the 
numerous agencies for public education resemble one another so closely 
that it is substantially accurate to designate them collectively as the 
American public school system. 

“But the education of the American people is not exclusively 
carried on by public institutions. Schools of all grades as well as 


colleges and universities founded and maintained by private benefac- 
tions exist along side of the public schools. They present a much wider 
variety of types of organization and of purposes than do the public 
schools. In no true sense of the word may they be regarded as a 
parallel system. But by reason of their very diversity, they make an 
indispensable contribution to the training of future citizens. Perhaps 
there are a few militant advocates of public education who would like 
to see the Private Schools entirely supplanted. The wisest friends of 
American education, however, would regard this as a serious calamity. 
Indeed, education under private auspices has recently received a new 
lease of life. There are now more Private schools than ever. 

“Viewed in the largest social sense, what contribution does the 
Private School or the Private University make that cannot be expected 
in the same measure from the public institution? The question can be 
answered by a single word—Noncomformity. And progress depends on 
‘nonconformity. There is constant pressure in a democracy to make 
things uniform. Our public institutions of government or social welfare 
must all be of a common pattern. We must wear the same clothes, have 
the same loves and hates and prejudices, or suffer the penalty of strong 
public disapproval. This pressure is more powerful at some periods 
than at others, but to a certain degree it is always present. We have 
just been passing through a period when it has been particularly potent. 
Now both the preservation and the development of democracy depend 
upon the continued presence of individuals and of institutions that dare 
to be different. 

“This is at once the opportunity and the justification of the Private 
School and College. Education is not a static thing. It changes from 
generation to generation. It must change as social conditions change. 
And before important changes can be made in the general plan of 
education, there must be innovators and experimenters. The private 
institutions are peculiarly suited to these roles. From among the rank:s 
of the private educational institutions, from the kindergarten to the 
university, have come the leaders in nearly every great educational 
reform of the past seventy-five years.”

In accordance with the ancient 
tradition of reading the Bull on the 
Ascension Thursday preceding the 
Holy Year, the Bull was first read 
by’ Archbishop Carinci, as dean of 
the College of Apostolic Protona- 
taries, before the portico of St. 
Peter’s. Shortly afterward it was 
read at the basilica of St. Paul, 
and later in the day at the basil- 
icas of St. John Lateran and St. 
Mary Major. 

The Bull, a beautifully designed 
and illuminated parchment docu- 
ment, signed by the Pope in a 
solemn manner “1 Pius, Bishop of 
the Catholic Church,” was pre- 
sented to the Pontiff by the Re- 
gent of the Apostolic Chancery in 
the throne room. The Pontiff pro- 
ceeded immediately with his dis- 
course and at its conclusion 
handed the Bull to Archbishop 
Carinci. 


At St. Peter’s, the reading took 
place from a pulpit erected before 
the central bronze doors of the 
basilica. Canons of the basilica 
chapter and around 2,000 faithful 
witnessed the ceremony. 


In its opening lines, the Bull 
declares that the Holy Year has 
been proposed “to recall all Chris- 
tians not only to the expiation of 
their faults and amendment of 
their lives, but also to strive to- 
ward virtue and sanctity accord- 
ing to the words of Leviticus.” 
(10:7). 

Tracing the public and private 
benefits to be derived from such 
striving toward sanctity the Bull 
states: “When righteousness 
guides the conviction of individ- 
vals and directs it on the practical 
plane, it follows that a new 
strength and impulse permeate 
man and society itself and prepare 
a better and happier order of 
things.” 

The 1,300-word documents lists 
the conditions pertaining to the in- 
dulgences that can be gained and 
invites the fullest possible partici- 
pation of all the faithful, at Rome 
or in their own countries, in the 
spirit and practices of the Holy 

ear, enumerating in greater de- 
tail the Pope’s intentions. 


The faithful are invited to come, 
in great numbers, to Rome, the 
second home for every member of 
the family of the faithful, “where

If God is 
the greatest Being, then there 
can only be one, because two or 
three or ten could not all be the

Christianity, to which the 
more civilized nations have be- 
longed during the past nineteen 
centuries, have believed God to 
be a Person, infinite in all His 
attributes or perfections. Grant- 
ing this fact every doctrine of 
the Catholic Church can be de- 
duced almost as a corollary. The 
infidel sees only God’s greatness, 
His bigness and His infinite 
power as revealed in the uni- 
verse, and falsely concludes that 
He is just “too” big to concern 
Himself about His creatures, in- 
finitely beneath Him. 

.We say they draw a false 
conclusion, because if God is in- 


finitely great and powerful, He is| 


also infinitely good and, there- 
fore, it was quite reasonable 
that He should have diffused this 
goodness, and shared existence 
and even His heavenly home 
with others. If He is infinitely 
powerful and good, He is also in- 
finitely loving, and that made 
even the Incarnation quite plaus- 
ible. Love tends to associate 
with the ones loved, even to 
union with the ones loved and, 
therefore, the doctrine of the 
Holy Eucharist is also. very 
plausible. It is the extension of 
the Incarnation, through which 
God unites Himself to each hu- 
man person as He once did gen- 
erally to human nature. If God 
is infinitely merciful, then the 
Sacrament of Penance is very 
reasonable. If He is infinitely 
just, then both purgatory and 
hell are very reasonable. 

God’s attributes, all perfect 
and infinite, cannot be in con- 
flict with one another. He dis- 


penses His goodness and His 


mercy to man while he is here 
in this world on trial. But once 
the trial is over, as is the case 
of human policy, justice comes 
into play. He certainly would not 
punish the petty sinner in the 
same degree that he would 
punish the regular and consis- 
tent violator of His important 
laws. This suggests both a tem- 
poral and eternal punishment. If 
the sinner dies as a rebel, there 
is no chance of changing his 
attitude after death. He re- 
mains throughout all eternity 
what he was when he died.

Young women come to Grailville

On the surface it wus a lovely 
world, my world of four months 
ago. Two years of college behind 
me, seven months in a good job, 
a nice apartment with congeniai 
roommates, interesting friends, a 
fascinating drama course in night- 
school—and finally I’d managed 
enough for the down payment on 
a spring suit. 

If you see nothing out-of-focus 
in the above prerens ou are not 
alone. It took several months of 
hard thinking, and I firmly believe 
much grace from God, for me to 
realize the selfishness, the com- 
promise, the narrowness, indeed 
the treason of my life. Bent. on 
a self-centered pursuit of personal 
happiness, I was blinded to the 
seals of others and the crisis of 
our times. 

I wanted to be a writer. In col- 
lege I’d planned ‘and worked for it. 
A few months in the city, and I 


was dly trading i for a 
$bcdeliea-coit mentality. 
Then I received a letter from a 


young woman Sstaffworker at Grail- 


ville, who had once spoken at our

college. Again she invited me to 
a course, It wasn’t a miracle let- 
ter, but I think she must have sent 
a powerful prayer with it. I came 
down to earth. I began to look at 
the picture. 


I suppose I was a writer, because 
my job involved some creative writ- 
ing. And I did a little writing on 
the side, a progressively smaller 
and smaller amount, I should add. 
For it became harder and harder to 
say anything that did not seem 
facile and clever and without depth. 
I lived too much on the surface of 
life to see that present problems 
had to be Veder in the light of 
Christ, and the hunger of men 
satisfied with the Bread of Life. 


In the end, I saw that I was a 
writer without anything to write 
about. 


It is not an easy discovery. It is 
hard to admit that your small store 
of things to say has run out; that 
stream of inspiration 
which once ran through you, and 
which you fully expected to widen 
and deepen with maturity has 
dried up; that like the stupid ser- 
vant in the parable, you have 
buried your small talent deep in

straight. Unless the father comes, 
there is seldom anyone who can re- 
member the mother’s family. It 
even happens that nervous and in- 
experienced sponsors give their 
own names as parents and the par- 
ents’ names as their own. The 
best practice is to write it all out, 
with date and place of birth, be- 
fore bringing the baby to church. 
This will save some innocent priest. 
twenty or forty years from now, 
the impossible task of explaining 
how his predecessor got things so 
badly mixed on the record. 


The time it takes from birth to 
Baptism is a fair indication of the, 
faith, home, and race of the child. 
Good Catholics usually make it in 
less than two weeks, except in bad 
weather. Outside the cities and 
in severer climates, they may take 
a month or so. Some nationalities 
attach great importance to their 
choice of godparents and, either 
not knowing about proxies or un- 
willing to use them, will wait for 
the chosen sponsors almost till the 
child is able to walk to church by 
itself and fight the Faith like a 
determined pagan. There is sel- 
dom reason in long delay: and when 
there is it might be better to have 


\the priest come to the home to 
|baptize and later add the proper 


ceremonies. 


At The Font 


Normally, the infant should be 
held at the font on the right arm. 
face upwards, with the clothing 
loosened about the neck and the 
cap loosened if not removed, Held, 
borne, carried at the font—not 
rocked, bounced, or walked back 


and forth in the baptistry. If it 
cries, let it. There is no require- 
ment for shushing it, humming or 
cooing to it, much less feeding it 
a bottle or a pacifier. Sometimes 
the little bundles of joy are so but- 
toned, pinned and sewn, it is al- 
most a miracle how the priest man- 
ages to anoint breast and should- 
ers. Often, he may have to be con- 
tent with the Adam’s apple and 
the top vertebrum. When all these 
adverse conditions get together, 
which they do rarely (Thank God!), 
the priest will need his patience 
and a sense of humor to survive 
the ordeal with spirits unimpaired 
and disposition’ unruffled, 

Godparents are expected to know 
the Lord’s Prayer and the Apostle’s 
Creed by heart. ‘They must be 
Catholics, for the Church will ac- 
cept the profession of Faith for 
the child only from one who be- 
lieves in what he professes. Nor is 
it proper to ask one who is not a 
Catholic to make formal expres- 
sion of the Catholic Faith which 
he does not believe. Catholics who 
know both prayers well and say 
them often, may miss them momen- 
tarily through nervousness. In 
such a case, the priest will usually 
help them or give them the book 
from which to read. 


When the time for the baptiz- 
ing comes, just hold the baby as 
the priest tells you to. Don’t co- 
operate by raising the infant to 
meet the water, thus lashing 
it—the water—into the child’s eyes 
and face. Wait till the priest dries 
the head with a towel. Please, 
just a minute or two more! There 
is yet the anointing with chrism— 


relic of the days when Confirma-| 


tion followed upon Christening— 
and the bestowal of the white gar- 
ment of imnocence and the candle 
of the light of Faith. Catholic 
Gypsies customarily. bring their 
own white cloth which the child 
wears home; and they add a cru- 
cifix strung with three white 
threads to be blessed and imposed 
by the priest. 

When the priest has finished the 
ceremonies, he dismisses the child: 
Go, and the Lord be with you. The 
baptismal ceremony is over. Us- 
ually, the godfather or some rela- 
tive makes an offering. This is a 
gift and should properly be pre- 
sented in an envelope, not peeled 
off a roll to pay a bill. If you can’t 
afford it, you can tell the priest 
so. And you can always thank 
him. The amount of the offering 
depends on custom and your finan- 
cial competence.

cornerstone of Protestantism. 

Well, of course, we agree with 
Dr. Maier on the impossibility of 
effecting a real union by either 
a Federal Association of Churches 
or by a merger of discordant teach- 
ing bodies. But even Dr. Maier 
takes the “inerrancy of the Scrip- 
tures” for granted, while he could 
not begin to prove that they are 
even genuine, let alone inspired, 
without the authority of the Cath- 
olic Church. 


Dr, Jones expressed the follow- 
ing idea, repeated parrot-like by 
unthinking prejudiced clergymen: 
“Thou art the Christ the-Son of 
the loving God; on this rock—on 
the rock of this confession—I will 
build my Church,” and concluded: 
“If a branch will confess that 
Jesus is Christ, the Son of the 
living God, we would say ‘you are 
on the rock’ and this is the rock 
which is beneath us all.” 


If Jones had quoted those words 
in the language used by Christ, he 
would see only the Catholic inter- 
pretation: “Thou art Cephas, and 
upon this Cephas I will build My 
Church.” Such has been the only 
evident, the only historical inter- 
pretation of those words. It was 
only after it became necessary to 
repudiate the authority of the suc- 
cessor of Peter that the words were 
twisted to the meaning now at- 
tached to them by Protestants. 
They could not hold to the old 
teaching without surrendering to 
Rome completely. 


In this connection we would like 
to remind the reader of a letter 
addressed by a former Jacobite 
Archbishop to the Jacobite Pat- 
riarch of Antioch, in which he 
quotes from a fifteen century old 
document. It makes clear that 
there was a primacy among the 
Patriarchs and that Christ actual. 
ly built His Church upon Cephas 
and not on the profession of faith 
by Cephas: Most Rev. Mar Ivan- 
ios wrote: 


“Your Lordship recognizes the 
authority of the Namo-Canon of 
Bar-Hebraeus as the authentic 
guide of the canon law for the 
Jacobites. Well, the first versicle 
of the seventh chdpter says: ‘There 
will be four Patriarchs in the four 
cardinal points of the globe and 
the Head of them all must be the 
Patriarch of Rome.’” 


_ He also quoted from the Brev- 
lary used in the Antioch Pat- 
riarch’s own diocese: 


“Moses is the head of the Old 
Testament; Simon Peter is the 
head of the New Testament. Both 
are very similar and God abides in 

. Moses received from God 
the tables of the Law; Simon re- 
ceived from God the keys of His 
Kingdom. Moses built the Taber- 
nacle; Simon built the Church. 
Glory be to Thee, O Lord! Alle- 
luia! I am built on the Rock of 
Simon, the Prince of the Apostles. 
Waves and storms have attacked 
me, but they have never been able 
to destroy me; heretics have fought 

nst me, but they have never 
defeated me.” 

Sometimes non-Catholics think 
that Catholics are gullible in that 
they t the teaching of their 
Church without much personal in- 
vestigation. But even if that were 
true, they would have a hundred

athe (ce another public high school 
team whose roster is made up 
almost entirely of Catholic boys 
has been crowned state. champion. 
This time it is the Hurle igh 
School basketball team, winner of 
the state public school champion- 
ship in the tournament at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin fieldhouse in 
Madison. Hurley is one of the 
largest Catholic parishes in the 
Diocese of Superior, having 650 
families enrolled. The population 
of Hurley is approximately 70 per 
cent Catholic. Large as this is, 
it happens to be less than that of 
Jasper, which recently won the 
Indiana state high school basket- 
ball championship. Jasper’s Cath- 
olic population comprises 85 per 
cent of that city’s people, but the 
Hurley team joined forces with 
Jasper in annexing a state basket- 
ball title for its home town. 


State Champions 


Four of the five Hurley start- 
ers—Baron, Bartolutti, Mattei 
and Savant—are Catholic boys, 
while the five second stringers, 
Rainalde, Tocci, Corrigan, An- 
onich and Martino, are all Cath- 
olic boys. Therefore, nine of the 
ten players who brought the 
state title to Hurley are Catho- 
lic boys, whereas “only” seven 
of the 10 who won the title for 
Jasper are Catholics. Both the 
Hurley coaches, Messrs. Ver- 
gamini and Gianunzio, are Cath- 
olics. 

To add a little more interest to 
basketball as it is played in Hur- 
ley, the St. Mary of the Seven 
Dolors parish school team of that 
city won the county championship 
in a tournament from among six 
teams. Very Rev. Michael A. 
Prock is pastor of the Hurley par- 
ish and is quite justifiably proud 
of the accomplishments of both the 
high school team and his grade 
school boys.

Pope Pius declared that the 
Catholic religion, recognized by the 
Bolivian constitution, can contrib- 
ute to these endeavors.

Yeo, the noted British Catholic 
writer, takes up the Jesuit mis- 
sionary’s career in Japan, as she 
tells it in her biography, “St.

“The feudal castles, their lords 
and vassals, the monasteries 
with monks, friars and abbots 
vowed to chastity and poverty, 
with beads, vestments and chant- 
ed liturgy, these were only sur- 
face points of contact which 
masked a gulf of difference al- 
most unpassable, a difference of 
belief, ethics, social manners and 
customs. He had met and battled 
with the gross Brahmin polythe- 
ism, with the trenchant creed 
of Islam. This was to be his first 
encounter with Buddhism, which 
brought from China a thousand 
years before, had absorbed where 
it had not superseded the old 
Shintoism—a _ glorified ancestor 
worship without images or moral 
teachings ...

“What,” he asked, “could be 
more reasonable than to expect a 
professed follower of Christ to 
show some interest in winning 
souls for whom the Saviour died? 
Can you really. call yourselves 
Christians if you do nothing to ex- 
tend Christ’s kingdom among men? 
What the Church needs today are 
Christian men and women, boys 
and girls, who will prove their 
loyalty and devotion to Christ by 
winning their friends for Him.” 

We can see him still through 
the mists of years, standing on a 


‘platform in the Monmouth Fair- 


grounds, . gesticulating vigorously, 
reaching his emotional climax, and 
at the end asking the audience to 
stand and pledge themselves to 
win each year one of their church- 
less friends for the Saviour.
